AETNA AFTER NEW BARGES 



The Aetna Refining Company, which 
ships large quantities of oil from its 
fields in Beattyville by barges on the 
Kentucky River, had the superintendent 
of transportation, R. H. Willet, go to 
St. Louis to look over some steel barges 
belonging to the government that are 
too small for the Tennessee River. The 
capacity of a barge is 3,500 barrels, con- 
siderably larger than the old-style woqd- 
cn barge. On the other hand, they are 
arranging to have a solid train of tank 
cars, about twenty-five, going to and 
fro between tbc fields and the refinery, 
so that they will not he scattered along 
the road. The company anticipates put- 
ting out about 26,000 to 30,000 barrels 
of oil a week.

There are other ailvanliiges : 

"Oil is ofttii cheaper than coal in ac- 
ttial dollars — prices vary widely, ol 
cotirse. Oil does not deterioriite in 
-torage like coal. Oil climitiates the 
fire-risk from spontancotis combtistion 
in co"l, and is not subject to the dtuiger 
of shifting in rough weather at sea. Oil 
eliminates ashes and ash conveyors, 
smoke and soot, and the necessity for 
freeiuently paititing a ship. Oil redtic- 
cs the expense of grate repairs, corro- 
sion of boiler plates, fuel-handling de- 
vices afloat and ashore. Even more re- 
narkable, however, is the increase in 
raditis of ship operation and the possi- 
bility for planning profitable voyages 
without handicaps imposed by coaling. 
The coal-buniing ship must stop fre- 
(luently for fuel. Her nationality may 
put her at a disadvantage where foreign 
bunkering stations are used. At the 
best, coal-bunkering stations in other 
countries have always involved political 
complications. Even with the magnifi- 
cent bunkering facilities afforded Brit- 
ish ships, there are various parts of the 
world w here the coal-hurner mti«t steam 
a considerable distance, with little or 
no cargo, simply to take on coal — a well- 
recognized operating handicap. But the 
oil-burner has a radius of from two to 
three times that of the coal-burner. 
I'ast passenger-liners burning oil for 
■team could almost make the round trip 
from New York to Europe and back, 
taking most of their oil on this side; 
ami with freight steamers running at 
-lower speeds, and burning less oil to

Strong Position of Business Ow' 
ing to Demand — Gain in Vol- 
ume of Orders. 



NEW YORK, Feb. 14.— The strony 
position, particularly of hiyli crude oil 
at the wells and a large export, coupled 
with no relaxation of the demand from 
domestic and export buyers, are holding 
prices of illuminattng oil and napthas 
firm. Crude oil reductions in prices of 
South Texas and South Louisiana heavy 
grade oil arc again announced. This otl 
Is sititable for fuel purposes and is com- 
ing in competition with Mexican pro- 
duction, due to the decrease of the war 
demand for fuel oil. The latter revi- 
sions in {[uotation.s are having no bear- 
ing whatsoever on the market for burn- 
ing oil or napthas locally or for export. 

The volume of orders booked for ex- 
port pertoleum for the week ended 
shows .slight gains for illuminating oil. 
Inquiries from private concerns are ac- 
tive, but the continual lack of shipping 
room serves to hold business in check. 
Ciovernment purchases have been large 
but slightly smaller. 

The demand from domestic consum- 
ers continues active for illuminating oil 
and napthas appeared to be in less de- 
mand, Prices are stationary without 
change. 

Official announcement of exports of 
lubricating oil at Xew York from Feb- 
ruary I to 4, aggregated 8,949 barrels. 

Reports from England stated that as 
restructions on the use of motor spirits 
for civilian purposes have been can- 
celled in England, Sir Evan Jones has 
resigned his position as controller of 
petrol. Advices from abroad note that 
British oil areas are not promising and 
at present produce less than three per 
cent of the world’s supply. Biirmah, 
Trinidad, Assam and Persian Gulf are 
of influence and most promising centers, 
while dominions and Egypt are disap- 
pointing. 

Chartering of vessels to load petro- 
leum is still interrupted due to the un- 
settled conditions and uncertainties re- 
garding thc future. Government re- 
quisitioned boats formed the bulk of 
business. Charters ,etc., for the week 
ended aggregated about 194,717 barrels, 
registering a fair gain over last week’s 
total. 

Clearances at the port of New York 
ns outlined by tabulated figures here- 
with amounted to approximately 3.i,- 
<’>87,^00 gallons, showing a decrease of 
some 46 ,i.si,.soo gallons from January 
I, K)H), to February 6, compared with 
the corresponding period of last year. 
For the month of January 1919 the 
total charters aggregated 9g3,4yj barrels, 
showing a gain of .70,308 barrels over

We find upon looking up stati.'tics of
